TOOTH POWDER & TOOTH BRUSHES 
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Supreme Court Ruling Holds Dental Laboratory 
Advertising to the Public to Be Illegal 


In a decision of far-reaching impor- 
tance, the Supreme Court of Illinois, on 
June 13, held, in effect, that it is illegal 
for a dental laboratory to advertise or 
sell prosthetic appliances to the public. 
The decision was handed down in the 
case of Lasdon v. Hallihan and brings 
to an apparent end the two-year fight 
of the enforcement authorities to force 
the advertising dental laboratories to 
cease their violations of the Dental Prac- 
tice Act. 


ENFORCEMENT DRIVE 


The case of Lasdon v. Hallihan is the 
outgrowth of a drive against advertising 
laboratories undertaken in the summer 
and fall of 1939 by the Department of 
Registration and Education and the 
State’s Attorney of Cook County. Among 
those arrested were : Edward N. Lasdon, 
operating as the A-1 Dental Laboratory ; 
Donald B. Alexander and Henry Prindi- 
ville, operating as the A & P Dental 
Laboratory ; James and Frank C. Hejna, 
as the Lawndale Dental Laboratory, 
John Mandell, as the Nu-Way Dental 
Laboratory and Herman Glasser, as the 
Economy Dental Laboratory. 

While their cases were pending in the 
county court, the defendants joined in fil- 
ing a bill for an injunction in the Circuit 
Court of Cook County to restrain the 
enforcement authorities from enforcing 
Section 5, as amended, of the State Den- 
tal Practice Act. The allegation was 
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that this section of the Act was uncon- 
stitutional. Circuit Judge Philip J. 
Finnegan, to whom the case was as- 
signed, directed that testimony in the 
case be heard by a Master in Chancery 
and the matter was forthwith referred 
to Master Daniel A. Covelli. After a 
series of protracted hearings, Master 
Covelli prepared his report recommend- 
ing that the Court hold Section 5, as 
amended, constitutional and dismiss the 
bill for injunction. This the Court did 
on April 24, 1940. Under the law ninety 
days are allowed to appeal from the 
Court’s decision. This time was per- 
mitted to pass but shortly thereafter a 
request for the privilege of appeal was 
made and granted by the Supreme 
Court. 


REHEARING 


Although the Supreme Court has 
spoken, the petitioners still have certain 
rights which they may exercise. They 
have fifteen days’ time from the date of 
the decision to file a notice of intention 
to request a rehearing and on June 23, 
five days before their allotted time would 
have elapsed, such a notice was served on 
the State’s Attorney and Attorney-Gen- 
eral. They have an additional ten days, 
that is, until July 8, to present their 
written arguments to a justice of the 
Supreme Court who then may grant or 
deny the request for a rehearing. 

The next issue of THE FORTNIGHTLY 
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REVIEW will carry the decision of the 
Court with respect to the request of the 
petitioners for a rehearing. 


TEXT OF DECISION 


In the meantime the text in full of 
the Supreme Court’s decision is presented 
herewith. 

Edward N. Lasdon et al. v. John J. 
Hallihan, Director of Registration and 
Education et al. Appellees——(Donald B. 
Alexander, et al. Appellants.) 

“Mr. Justice Murphy delivered the 
opinion of the court : 

“This case comes direct to this court 
by appeal from a decree of the circuit 
court of Cook county, pursuant to leave 
granted appellants to appeal within one 
year under the procedure provided for in 
rule No. 29, 370 Ill. 29. Constitutional 
questions are presented which confer 
jurisdiction for a direct appeal. 

“Seven persons, four of whom are 
appellants, instituted this action against 
the Director of Registration and Educa- 
tion, the Attorney General, and State’s 
attorney of Cook county, seeking by 
such proceeding to enjoin such officials 
from enforcing by criminal prosecution, 
certain provisions of the Dental Practice 
act which they claim violate the State 
and Federal constitutions. After evi- 
dence had been taken before the master 
and hearing was had on his report, the 
chancellor dismissed the complaint for 
want of equity. Appellants operated 
dental laboratories in Chicago for the 
making of prosthetic dentures, bridges 
and ther substitutes for natural teeth. 


ATTACK 


“The constitutional attack is upon 
parts of section 5 of the Dental Practice 
act as amended in 1939. (Ill. Rev. Stat. 
1939, chap. 91, par. 60.) The pertinent 
provisions of the section, as amended, 
are: ‘A person practices dentistry within 
the meaning of this act: . . . (9) Who 
furnishes, supplies, constructs, repro- 


duces or repairs, or offers to furnish, 
supply, construct, reproduce or repair 


prosthetic dentures (sometimes known as 
“plates” ), bridges or other substitutes for 
natural teeth to the user or prospective 
user thereof.’ 

“*The following practices, acts and 
operations, however, are exempt from 
the operation of this act: ... (f) The 
making and repairing of prosthetic den- 
tures, bridges, artificial restorations or 
other structures to be used or worn as 
substitutes for natural teeth, or appli- 
ances for the correction of disease, loss, 
deformity, malposition, dislocation, frac- 
ture of or injury to the jaws, teeth, lips, 
gums, cheeks, palate or associated tissues 
or parts upon order or prescription given 
by a licensed and registered dentist and 
constructed on, or by use of, casts or 
models made from impressions taken by 
a licensed and registered dentist; pro- 
vided that such prosthetic or orthodontic 
appliances, or the services rendered in 
the construction, repair or alteration 
thereof shall not be offered for sale, or 
use, or delivery to the public. And pro- 
vided further that such prosthetic or 
orthodontic appliances shall not be 
placed or adjusted in the oral cavity 
except by licensed and registered den- 
tists.’ 

“It will be observed that under these 
provisions dental plates may, under cer- 
tain specified conditions, be made by one 
who is not a licensed and _ registered 
dentist. Such conditions are (a) the im- 
pression from which the plate is to be 
made must be taken by a licensed den- 
tist; (b) the persons engaged in the 
making of such appliances shall not offer 
to sell them or the services rendered in 
the construction of them to the public 
and (c) the placing and adjustment of 
the plates in the oral cavity shall be per- 
formed by a licensed dentist. 


TWO LABORATORIES 


“The master found that for several 
years there had been two classes of den- 
tal laboratories in Chicago, those who 
dealt exclusively with licensed dentists 
having no contact or dealings with the 
general public or the patient for whom 
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the plate was being made, and _ those 
who advertised their business by offering 
to sell full or partial dentures to the 
public. 


“The laboratories of appellants were 


within the latter classification. The 
pleadings raised an issue of fact as to 
appellants’ method of transacting busi- 
ness. The finding of the master on that 
point is not questioned, the material 
parts of which are: “The laboratories in 
question conduct their business in the 
following manner: an “ad” is placed in 
a newspaper of general circulation or 
some other publication offering for sale 
to the public full or partial dentures ; 
a person in need of a full or partial den- 
ture who has seen the advertisement . . . 
enters the store or office of the labora- 
tory and informs the plaintiffs or one 
of their employees that he wishes to pur- 
chase a denture; . . . the customer is 
asked . . . whether he, the customer, has 
a dentist; if he has not, the laboratory 
owner then recommends a dentist to the 
customer; the customer then leaves the 
laboratory and visits the dentist; the 
dentist makes an impression and arrange- 
ments are made between the customer 
and the dentist for the payment to the 
dentist for his services; . . . upon this 
impression [the one made by the dentist ] 
the laboratory constructs the denture, 
which denture is then delivered to the 
dentist for fitting in the customer’s 
mouth; the denture is then sent back 
by the dentist to the laboratory for ad- 
justments and when it is finally com- 
pleted, it is returned by the laboratory 
to the dentist for final fitting in the 
customer’s mouth; the customer pays 
the laboratory for its work and pays the 
dentist for his work.’ The appellants 
had each been engaged in the making 
of dentures for several years and pre- 
vious to a few months before the trial 
their dealings had been exclusively with 
licensed dentists. 

“Appellants say they do not contend 
that the provision of the act which re- 
quires the making of the impression and 
fitting and adjustments of the plate in 
the oral cavity to be done by a licensed 
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dentist is not a proper exercise of legis- 
lative power, but that their objection is 
to the provision which prohibits them 
from making and offering dental plates 
for sale or use to the public. 


REASONS 


“The specific reasons why the Federal 
and State constitutions are claimed to 
have been violated by the amendment 
to section 5 are (a) that the amendment 
unreasonably restrains trade, impairs the 
right of contract and deprives appellants 
of liberty and property without due 
process of law in violation of sections 1 
and 2 of article 2 of the Illinois con- 
stitution and the fifth and fourteenth 
amendments of the Federal constitution ; 
(b) that it violates section 13 of article 
4 of the Illinois constitution, in that 
the amendment purports to cover sub- 
jects not embraced in the title of the 
act and embraces more than one subject ; 
(c) that it is special or class legislation, 
violating section 22 of article 4 of the 
State constitution and the fourteenth 
amendment of the Federal constitution ; 
(d) that it is unreasonable, arbitrary, 
bears no relation to public health, morals 
or welfare of the people and is not a 
valid exercise of the police power, and 
finally, it is argued, as a matter of 
statutory construction, that the dental 
laboratory operations as carried on by 
appellants did not constitute the practice 
of dentistry within the meaning of the 
act. 


POLICE POWER 


“Appellants are in no position to com- 
plain of the impairment of their right 
to contract as to matters relating to 
their business if their business was of 
such nature as to be the subject of legis- 
lative regulation through the exercise of 
the police power of the State. (Semler 
v. Oregon State Board of Dental Ex- 
aminers, 294 U.S. 608, 79 L. ed. 1086; 
Rast v. Van Deman and Lewis Co. 240 
id. 342, 60 L. ed. 679; Schiller Piano 
Co. v. Illinois Northern Utilities Co. 


288 Ill. 580.) In discussing the extent 
of power which the legislature possesses 
in matters related to the police power 
this court in People v. Weiner, 271 Ill. 
74, said: ‘The power of the legislature 
to pass laws for the preservation of good 
order or to promote public welfare and 
safety, or to prevent fraud, deceit, cheat- 
ing and imposition, has always been 
recognized in this State. (People v. Free- 
man, 242 Ill. 373; People v. Schenck, 
257 id. 384.) ... A rightful exercise 
of the police power is not a violation of 
the fourteenth amendment even though 
property interests are affected. . . . The 
police power has been defined as that in- 
herent and plenary power in the state 
which enables it to prohibit all things 
hurtful to the comfort, safety and wel- 
fare of society. . . . This power is very 
broad and far-reaching, yet it is not 
without its restrictions. While the courts 
will not pass upon the wisdom of an act 
concerning the exercise of the police 
power, they will pass upon the question 
whether such act has a substantial rela- 
tion to the police power. . . . It must 
have some relation and be adapted to 
the ends sought to be accomplished.’ 


PROTECTION 


“In the exercise of police power the 
practice of the professions has been sub- 
jected to licensing and regulation for the 
reason that the services customarily ren- 
dered by those engaged in such profes- 
sions are so closely related to the public 
health, welfare and general good of the 
people, that regulation is deemed neces- 
sary to protect such interests. It has 
been held a proper exercise of police 
power to legislate and protect the 
professions performing such services 
against commercialization and exploita- 
tion. (Winberry v. Hallihan, 361 Il. 
121; Semler v. Oregon State Board of 
Dental Examiners, supra; People v. 
Peoples Stock Yards State Bank, 344 
Ill. 462.) In the Semler case, supra, in 
discussing the objectives sought by the 
legislature of the State of Oregon in 
enacting the Dental Practice act of that 


State, the court said: ‘The legislature 
was not dealing with traders in commodi- 
ties but with the vital interest of public 
health, and with a profession treating 
bodily ills and demanding different 
standards of conduct from those which 
are traditional in the competition of 
the market place. The community is 
concerned with the maintenance of pro- 
fessional standards which will insure not 
only competency in individual practi- 
tioners but protection against those who 
would prey upon a public peculiarly 
susceptible to imposition through allur- 
ing promises of physical relief. And the 
community is concerned in providing 
safeguards not only against deception, 
but against practices which would tend 
to demoralize the profession by forcing 
its members into unseemly rivalry which 
would enlarge the opportunities of the 
least scrupulous.’ 

“In Winberry v. Hallihan, supra, in 
considering the power of the legislature 
to regulate dental advertising by licensed 
dentists as provided in sections 18 and 
18b of the act, the reasoning in the 
Semler case was followed and it was 
held the sections of the act regulating 
advertisements by licensed dentists were 
valid. Since it is established by prece- 
dent that the legislature may, in the 
exercise of the police power, regulate 
advertisement by licensed dentists for the 
purpose of protecting the profession 
against commercialized exploitation, it 
would follow that if section 5 can be 
considered as having been enacted for 
the same purpose, it should be sustained 
on such precedent. 


EXPLOITATION 


“The facts as found by the master may 
not fully justify a statement that ap- 
pellants designed to commercialize and 
exploit the profession of dentistry but 
there is sufficient in the record to war- 
rant the conclusion that if the objec- 
tionable provisions of the act were 
removed on constitutional grounds the 
possibility of commercialized exploita- 
tion of the profession would be present. 
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“Appellants claim they have a con- 
stitutional right to advertise their busi- 
ness and sell their products to the public, 
subject only that the making of the im- 
pressions and the fitting and adjustment 
of the plates shall be by a licensed den- 
tist. It is obvious that if they were per- 
mitted to thus advertise their business, 
the practice of the profession of den- 
tistry would, to a great degree, be sub- 
servient to the business of those engaged 
in the making of plates. It is well known 
that masses of the public do not com- 


prehend or understand the skill that is. 


necessary to the making of proper den- 
tures and the proper charges to be made 
for such services. Such persons are often 
attracted by the advertisements of the 
quack and charletan and seek his 
services. 

“Appellants concede that a consider- 
able number of their customers come to 
their laboratories because of the adver- 
tisements and publicity they give to their 
business. They also admit that they refer 
many of their customers to a dentist, 
as a rule to one particular dentist. Dr. 
Hejna testified that about thirty-five per 
cent of his patients were referred to him 
by ones operating a laboratory. If the 
advertisement carried on by the dental 
laboratories was the medium _ that 
brought the customer to the laboratory, 
and he was sent from there to Dr. 
Hejna’s office, it would, as to its effect 
upon the dental profession, be much the 
same as though he had come to Dr. 
Hejna’s office in answer to an advertise- 
ment of Dr. Hejna’s, which is prohibited 
by section 18 and 18b of the act. If the 
restrictions of which appellants com- 
plain were removed, it would permit 
licensed dentists receiving patients re- 
ferred to them by the dental laboratories 
to do indirectly what other provisions 


of the act prohibit them from doing 
directly. 


RIGHTS 


“The right to follow the professions 
is one of the fundamental rights of 
citizenship. A person’s business, profes- 
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sion or occupation is property within the 
meaning of the constitutional provision 
as to due process of law and is also in- 
cluded in the right to liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. (People v. Love, 
298 Ill. 304.) The right to pursue a 
lawful calling, business or profession can- 
not be arbitrarily taken away but where, 
as in this case, the legislature has the 
right to regulate the profession for the 
protection of society there is no loss of 
property or violation of the right to 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
People v. Walsh, 346 Ill. 52. 

“It is next contended that the part of 
section 5, as amended, which defines the 
practice of dentistry to include the mak- 
ing of dental plates violates section 13 
of article 4 of the State constitution by 
introducing into the act another subject 
and one which was not included in the 
title to the original act. The title of the 
act is ‘An act to regulate the practice 
of dental surgery and dentistry in the 
State of Illinois.’ 

“The subject of ‘an act’ as that term 
is used in the constitution means the 
matter or thing forming the groundwork 
of the act, and may include many pro- 
visions that are germane to it and are 
such that, if traced back, will lead the 
mind to the subject as the generic head. 
(Perkins v. County Comrs. 271 Ill. 449; 
People v. Solomon, 265 id. 28.) Any 
matter or thing which may reasonably be 
said to be subservient to the general 
subject or purpose will be considered ger- 
mane and may be properly included in 
the law. Mammina v. Alexander Auto 
Service Co. 333 Ill. 158; People v. 
Kramer, 328 id. 512; People v. Sargent, 
254 id. 514. 


TITLE OF ACT 


“Unless an act contains matters which 
are not germane to the title or the title 
expresses subjects without any proper re- 
lation to each other, the constitutional 
provision is not violated. The General 
Assembly must determine the compre- 
hensiveness of the subject of an act and 
the particularity of the act defining the 
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subject. An act having a single general 
subject expressed in the title may contain 
many provisions however diverse, if they 
are not inconsistent with or foreign to 
the subject. (Department of Public 
Works v. Spanogle, 327 Ill. 122; People 
v. Stacker, 322 id. 232.) The tendency 
is to construe this constitutional provi- 
sion liberally and not strictly, for the 
latter course would embarrass legisla- 
tion and largely defeat the beneficial 
purposes for which the provision was 
adopted. Cooley’s Const. Lim. (7th ed.) 
p. 209. 

“The subject of the Dental Practice 
act includes within its terms the regu- 
lation of the practice of dentistry and, as 
previously stated, the purpose of the 
provisions of section 5 is to protect and 
regulate the practice of that profession. 
The provisions objected to bring within 
the purview of the act matters which 
are germane to the title. The act is not 
subject to the constitutional objection 
made. 

“Another constitutional objection urged 
against section 5 is that it is special legis- 
lation and violates the clause of section 
22 of article 4 of the State constitution, 
which provides: “The General Assembly 
shall not pass local or special laws grant- 
ing to any corporation, association or 
individual any special or exclusive privi- 
lege, immunity or franchise whatever,’ 
and that it violates the fourteenth 
amendment of the Federal constitution. 

“It is claimed that since the dental 
laboratories were found to be of two 
classes, namely, those which deal exclu- 
sively with dentists and those which ad- 
vertise and sell to the public, and that 
section 5 being directed against the latter 
class, an unjust discrimination is created 
between the two classes of laboratories. 


GENERAL LAW 


“This section does not divide those 
who operate dental laboratories into two 
classes. It merely provides that the mak- 
ing of dental plates under certain condi- 
tions is not included within the provisions 
of the act. There is no statutory pro- 


vision prohibiting any one engaged in 
such business from complying with such 
conditions. Compliance carries with it 
the right to be exempted from the pro- 
visions of the act. A law is not local 
or special in a constitutional sense if it 
operates in the same manner on all per- 
sons in like circumstances. (Springfield 
Gas Co. v. City of Springfield, 292 Ill. 
236.) General laws are those which re- 
late to or bind all within the jurisdiction 
of the law-making power. If a law is 
general and uniform in its operation 
upon all persons in like circumstances, 
it is general in a constitutional sense, 
but it must operate equally and uniformly 
upon all brought within the relation and 
circumstances for which it provides. 
(Lippman v. People, 175 Ill. 101.) The 
act does not confer exclusive privileges 
and does not violate these constitutional 
provisions. The right to the equal pro- 
tection of the laws guaranteed by the 
fourteenth amendment is not denied 
when it is apparent that the same law 
or course of business is applicable to 
any person in the State under similar 
circumstances and conditions. Linsley v. 
Anderson, 171 U.S. 101, 43 L. ed. 91. 


RESTRICTIONS 


“The objection that the restrictions 
imposed by section 5 have no relation to 
public health and the general welfare 
has been fully covered in the disposition 
of the previous questions in this case 
and by what was said in Winberry v. 
Hallihan, supra. 

“Appellants final contention that sec- 
tion 5, as amended, even though con- 
stitutional, does not prohibit the dental 
laboratory operations performed by ap- 
pellants has been disposed of by what 
has already been said. Appellants cite 
Winner v. Kadow, 373 Ill. 192, in sup- 
port of such contention. The facts as 
recited in the opinion of that case show 
that the plaintiff who made the plate 
complied with the provisions of section 
5. The impression was made and the 
plate was fitted by a licensed dentist and

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Virginia Dentist Held Not Liable for Failure 
to Take X-Ray Following Dental Extraction 


Supreme Court of Appeals Reverses Decision 
of Lower Court in Favor of Dentist 


The Supreme Court of Appeals of 
Virginia recently reversed the opinion of 
a lower court and ruled that a Virginia 
dentist could not be held liable for fail- 
ing to take x-rays following the extrac- 
tion of several teeth.’ Details of the 
case are as follows: 

A patient suffering from rheumatism 
or arthritis was advised by her dentist 
to have eleven of her upper teeth ex- 
tracted. She agreed to follow his advice 
and the extractions were performed 
using general anesthesia. That evening 
the dentist called at the patient’s home 
to remove a piece of bone, or tooth, 
which was protruding from the upper 
jaw. The dentist told the patient that 
the extraction had been done cleanly 
and that no roots had been left in her 
mouth. Six weeks later after an ap- 
parently uneventful healing, the patient 
was referred to a prosthodontist. A den- 
ture was made at once which was worn 
for seven months, after which time the 
patient returned to the prosthodontist 
complaining that the denture did not 
fit. X-rays were taken which revealed 
the roots of six of the teeth still remained 
in the patient’s maxilla, and after these 
roots were extracted, a new denture was 
indicated. 


DENTIST SUED 


A little later the patient sued the den- 
tist who had made the extractions, and 
obtained a judgment in her favor. The 
dentist then appealed to the Supreme 
Court of Appeals of Virginia. The argu- 
ment in this court was lengthy and may 
be summarized as follows : 

The patient contended that the den- 
tist was negligent in performing the 
extractions in such a manner that the

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roots of six teeth were not removed and 
was also negligent in failing to disclose 
to the patient that the roots remained 
when he knew or should have known 
that he did not remove them. The court 
said that a dentist does not guarantee 
or warrant a cure, and a bad result or 
a failure to cure is not in itself sufficient 
to raise an inference or presumption of 
negligence. The court pointed out that 
a dentist is not required to exercise the 
highest degree of care and skill known 
to the profession, but on the contrary, 
is required to use only such reasonable 
and ordinary skill and diligence as are 
exercised by the average of the members 
of the profession in good standing in 
similar localities and in the same gen- 
eral line of practice. In the judgment of 
the court, there was no evidence that 
the defendant had been negligent in 
the manner in which he performed the 
operation or in his treatment to the 
patient. 


DECISION 


The court said further that there was 
no evidence that an examination of the 
patient’s mouth after the operation 
would have disclosed the presence of 
roots in her jaw, nor was there evidence 
that an inspection of the extracted teeth 
would have disclosed that some parts of 
the roots had been broken off. The 
court agreed that the true condition of 
her mouth could have been discovered 
immediately by x-ray examination, but 
could not agree with the patient’s con- 
tention that the dentist was negligent in 
failing to make such an x-ray examina- 
tion. There was no evidence that it was 
the usual custom and practice of den- 
tists in the community in which the 
dentist practiced to make an x-ray 
examination after an extraction, and

BOOK REVIEW 


The Patient’s Dilemma: The Quest 
for Medical Security in America.. By 
Hugh Cabot, M.D. Pp. 284. Index. Cloth. 
Price, $2.50. New York: Reynal and 
Hitchcock. 1940. 

This book is another variation on Dr. 
Cabot’s theme that the “practice of med- 
icine in this country is a monopoly, set 
up on a state basis through a system of 
licensure.” Only a few months ago, at 
the trial of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation on a charge of conspiracy to 
violate the Sherman Anti-Trust Act, Dr. 
Cabot was an expert witness on the side 
of the government and prosecution. His 
testimony at that time, as well as that 
given in the volume under considera- 
tion, leaves little room for doubt that 
Dr. Cabot is in full and wholehearted 
opposition to the present policies of or- 
ganized medicine with regard to the 
forms of medical practice. 

The dilemma of the title is that of 
“the individual of moderate income who 
desires medical care for himself and his 
family. He is invited by the physician 
to ‘have some good medical care,’ but 
he may be unable either to find it, or, 
when found, to pay for it.” The book 
concerns itself with the ideas of Dr. 
Cabot and others for the solution of this 
dilemma. There are introductory dis- 
cussions on the impact of scientific dis- 
coveries on modern medical practice, on 
the elements of good medical care and 
on its price and cost. These elements 
are then tied together in a discussion of 
the “cost of medical care in relation to 
the method of delivery.” 

The author believes that the present 
system of private practice “can only with 
difficulty provide good medical care as 
defined by Lee who holds that “good 
medical care is the kind of medicine 
practiced and taught by the recognized 
leaders of the medical profession.” 

In connection with adequate medical 
care Cabot states “that neglected teeth 
are a crying need for both prevention 


and treatment.” He touches a vital 
problem in the wider distribution of 
dental care when he says that “I know 
of (no dental plans) that offer complete 
dental care but most of them include 
some dental care, chiefly of a more or 
less emergency character.” 

Whatever opinions concerning his rem- 
edies for medical practice may be, Dr. 
Cabot apparently realizes (a) that den- 
tal care is not easily contained in any 
formula that is successfully applicable 
to medical care and (b) that the basis 
of a dental program must be preven- 
tion. This is enough to commend this 
author as a pleasant change from those 
who would solve the problem of dental 
disease by trying to overwhelm it with 
huge expenditures for treatment. Other 
than in these sparse references, Dr. Cabot 
has little to say about dentistry and its 
problems in the distribution of care. For 
this reason, purely dental interest in the 
book will be limited though it will serve 
adequately to convey the author’s al- 
ready well-publicized notions on the sub- 
ject of organized medicine and medical 
care. The style is occasionally jocular 
and often pointed with sharp references 
at things or persons that do not have the 
author’s favor. It is not an objective 
book but it has some information that 
may repay a rapid reading.—Harold 
Hillenbrand.

DR. HUGO FISHER WINS 
N.U. AWARD 


Dr. Hugo G. Fisher received the serv- 
ice award of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity Alumni Association in ceremonies 
conducted on the University’s Evanston 
campus on June 13. 

The award was given for distinguished 
service to the general Alumni Association 
and to, the dental alumni association. 
Cited particularly were Dr. Fisher’s con- 
tributions as past president of the Dental 
Alumni Association and as a member of 
its Board of Directors ; also as a director 
of the general alumni association for a 
number of years. Dr. Fisher is the second 
dental alumnus to receive this award, 
Dr. Edgar W. Swanson having received 
it last year. 


SALES TAX IMPOSED 
ON ALL DENTAL GOODS 


Effective July 1 all dental equipment 
and supplies purchased will be subject 
to a Retailers’ Occupational Tax of 
2%. This is the result of the passage by 
the state legislature on May 14 of Senate 
Bill 113 and its approval by Governor 
Dwight H. Green on May 29. Hereto- 
fore, only equipment and those supply 
items of which the dentist was the ulti- 


mate consumer were subject to sales 
tax. 
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When first introduced in the Senate on 
February 19, the bill simply provided 
for a reduction of the tax rate from 3% 
to 2% without changing the scope of 
the existing law. When the bill reached 
the House, however, it was amended so 
as to apply to goods or materials used 
by persons in service occupations, trades, 
professions, etc., including those goods 
or materials that are purely incidental 
to the service rendered. 

The Board of Directors, at its meeting 
on June 10, recorded its opposition to 
this extension of the sales tax and author- 
ized the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to investigate possible avenues of 
relief. The committee, under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Frank J. Hurlstone, will 
report its findings when the Board next 
meets. 


1942 MIDWINTER MEETING 
DATES ANNOUNCED 


The 1942 Midwinter Meeting will be 
held February 16-19, inclusive, it is an- 
nounced by President Glenn E. Cart- 
wright. These dates were approved by 
the Board of Directors after the officers 
had selected them in conference with 
officials of the Stevens Hotel.

there was no evidence that the plaintiff 
had held himself out as selling dental 
plates to the public. The distinction 
which is made in this case between the 
operations of the two different classes of 
dental laboratories was recognized in the 
Winner case. Appellants were not en- 
titled to injunctive relief and the decree 
was correct. 

“The decree of the circuit court of 
Cook county was right, and is affirmed.”

it could not be said as a matter of law 
that it should have been done in the 
present case. The mere fact that the 
dentist reported that the operation was 
a success, when in fact he was mistaken, 
did not prove that the lack of success 
was in any way due to his negligence. 
Furthermore, said the court, it cannot 
be said that the defendant was under an 
obligation to disclose to the patient that 
roots still remained in her jaw, or that 
the dentist had concealed that condition 
from her because there was not the 
slightest evidence that the dentist him- 
self had knowledge of that condition. 
Therefore, the- Supreme Court of Ap- 
peals reversed the decision of the lower 
court and ruled that the dentist was not 
liable.

There were no infected wounds 
among the 82 patients, except of 2 whose 
wounds over the knuckle were sutured. In 7 
of the 14 patients who were treated with 
phenol and alcohol more evidence of inflam- 
mation developed than was usual; wounds 
became red, swollen and indurated but did 
not suppurate. Two patients with knuckle 
injuries which were cleansed and _ sutured 
required hospitalization later. The results in 
the entire group of cases have been gratifying, 
especially in comparison to former experience 
with

results confirm the author’s belief that cleans- 
ing of the wound with soap and water within 


cauterization, excision or 


a few hours after the injury is the method 
of choice for prophylaxis of human bite in- 
fections. By this means the healing time of 
the wound is shortened and tissue destruction 
is minimized. In 35 patients the average time 
for complete healing was seven and eight- 


tenths days. In 60 other patients healing had 
progressed sufficiently far in an average time 
of four and nine-tenths days to warrant dis- 
charge. It is a good rule to consider any small 
penetrating wound on the hand as a human 
bite until proved otherwise. Bites on the 
fingers are generally on the distal phalanx, 
They vary from simple abrasions to compound 
fractures. Injuries to the lip range from pene- 
trating wounds to almost complete avulsion, 
the latter being more common. Bites of the 
nose are usually extensive; they go through 
the ala severing the cartilage, the severed 
portion being attached only loosely over the 
bridge of the nose. After careful cleansing, 
loose approximation is permissible.—Surg., 
Gynec. & Obst. 72:619 (March) 1941 via 
J.A.M.A. 116:2724 (June 14) 1941.
